Once a year, custom has decreed that 
we set aside a day which’shall be dedi- 
cated to the thought that peace on 
earth shall come from good will toward 
men. Every Christian nation in the 
world observes that day on the 25th of 
December. The thought, however it 
may be expressed, dominates the day’s 
activities, whether they be in Boston, 
London or Berlin.

They were not in a position to do 
much for her. Some warm clothing, 
gloves, stockings, and underwear for the 
three of them, and a’ box full of the 
ordinary food necessaries of such a 
household soon brought them to a limit 
of their finances. = They added a small 
“present’’ for each member of the 
little family from ‘Santa Claus” and 
a box’ of ribbon. candy. It was fun

Joyce, held in Capetown, 
Virginia, in connection. with an-< alleged 
$10,000 jewelry robbery from the residence of 
Maurice J. Curran at 250 North Main street, 
Andover, has been: released by the Virginia 
authorities following an investigation which 
was attended by state officers from Massa- 
chusetts. It was found that Joyce had no 
connection with the thefts at “The Croft.” 

The prisoner was formerly a servant in the 
employ of Mrs. Curran. He was discharged 
shortly after the jewelry robbery and im- 
mediately went to Providence, thence to 
New York, where he was employed as a 
waiter for a time. Then he continued south 
and is now in the employ of a wealthy 
resident of Capetown, Virginia who came 
forward in his aid. 

When Joyce left Andover, suspicion was 
immediately dirécted to him and_ state 
police officers and private detectives trailed 
him to New York where all trace of him was 
lost. Through a letter sent to another 
servant on the Curran estate, Joyce was lo- 
cated in Capetown and was placed under 
arrest on suspicion by the Virginia authorities 
acting on the request of private detectives. 

A warrant was secured for his arrest on 
the charge of theft and armed with a warrant 
and extradition papers, Massachusetts State 
Officers Murray and Sherlock went to 
Virginia to bring him back. Upon their 
arrival, they found that Joyce had already 
been released by the Virginia authorities but 
still was under surveillance. They subjected 
him to a rigid examination and were con- 
vinced that he knew nothing of the robbery. 
A search of his effects also failed to reveal 
any trace of the missing jewels. 

The jewelry which consisted of rings, 
pendants and brooches set with diamonds was 
stolen from two jewel cases which were kept 
in a locked drawer of a bureau in Mrs. 
Curran’s rooms. 

The case is still under investigation and a 
new inquiry was started at once along 
different lines.

my part that Professor Forbes acquiesced in 
this advice? If so, did not his acquiescence 
reflect discredit upon the judgment of its 
donors? Such was my inference and the 
main issué set forth in» my~article was a 
protest against it. Yet this main issue he 
discreetly ignores in his reply by maintaining 
a sphinx-like silence. 

2nd Did not Professor Forbes in his 
armistice address in advocacy of a war 
memorial say:—‘‘Let us not contaminate 
the pure sentiment of gratitude and patriotic 
loyalty by serving our own selves??? What 
could he mean by this statement other than 
that to make our memorial serve any util- 
itarian need of the town would thereby de- 
file this sentiment? Yet did not he do this 
very thing when he and his committee linked 
up their proposal for a war memorial with a 

ba for a civic center? Our war memorial 
tas been deferred chiefly because of the re- 
luctance of the committee to detach it from 
this vast civic center plan, It is certainly 
gratifying to be informed by the chairman of 
that committee that this original purpose has 
been “effectually crushed and buried.”’ 

3rd. When speaking of our Memorial 
Hall Library, Professor Forbes further said: 
“How many of you as children learned 
loyalty and patriotism out of that uncomely 
building? * * * It is a lamentable failure as 
an incentive to patriotic loyalty in our 
citizens.’’ When he uttered these words did 
he not again reflect upon the judgment of 
its donors and the five hundred men and 
women who generously contributed to its 
erection? I but stated a psychological and 
indisputable fact when I said in my last 
re at “that gratitude and loyal pa- 
triotism can never be created by looking at a 
naked shaft nor by reading unknown names 
upon its tablet.” “He has turned that 
earnest (fact) into a small-minded ‘contempt’ 
of any naked shaft.” By so doing he illus- 
trates the saying “the pot calling the kettle 
black.” In their inordinate haste to pounce 
upon some vulnerable statement in my 
article both Professor Forbes and Mr. 
Rhodes (who, by the way, in this case comes 
forward as an allied critic) play leap-frog 
with this word “create’’, yet it is upon just 
this word-and this alone that my statement 
holds true. A naked bronze statue of 
Washington has absolutely’ no power to 
“create” gratitude. It may serve to remind 
one of gratitude previously created by

knowledge of the person or events sym- 
bolized by the statue. No one dreams of 
disputing this. The “cross” would mean 


nothing to, him who had never heard the 
story of the Christ. Not the building itself 
but the knowledge which it contains makes 
our Memorial Hall’ Library, as Phillips 
Brooks well said, “the most fitting of all 
memorials.” The illustration Professor 
Forbes cites as negatory to my statement of 
facts serves only to clarify its truth. The

dimpled little hand threw a kiss to the bronze 
image” of Washington in Baltimore, did so 
because -the sentiment of gratitude had 
already been created in her heart by the 
story of Washington’s life learned at her 
mother’s knee. 
orgy of Washington why would she ask 
er mother, “Mamma, is that George 
Washington?’’? Her mother had doubtless 
often rehearsed to the child the fascinating 
story of Washington’s life; told her the story 
of the cherry tree incident in his young life; 
of his bravery in battle; of his courage in the 
face of defeat; of his faith in God in the 
darkest hours of the Revolutionary War 
when his handful of tattered and half- 
starved soldiers left ‘blood-stains” on the 
snow as they tramped with unshod feet. 
This story will find its way to the sensitized 
heart of any child and awaken gratitude 
It was this already created sentiment, built 
up by her mother in the child’s heaft that 
lay back of that kiss flung to the bronze 
statue. Had she never heard of Washington 
that bronze statue would have meant no 
more to her than the dried mummy of old 
Pharaoh. It will thus be evident that a 
“naked shaft” while it may serve to remind 
one of gratitude already created it can never 
“create” gratitude. is was my contention 
and I challenge Professor Forbes to prove 
that gratitude can never be created “by 
looking at a naked shaft or by reading un- 
known names upon it.” ‘ Now wasn’t that a 

culiarly eloquent silence’ when the 
Pheer played leap-frog with ‘that sig- 
nificant word “create’’. 

But once more, Professor Forbes says: — 
“Mr. Frost has never grapsed the meaning 
of that plan,” referring to the civic center 
plan: In reply let me say that if I did not 
grasp that plan it was no fault of Professor 
Forbes nor the other members of the com- 
mittee on war memorials. Their elaborate

plans were ably drawn and definitely ex- 
plained at length in our town meetings and 
subsequently the complete plan was dis- 
play for weeks for our inspection so that a 
‘wayfaring man though a fool need not 
err.” What I did not grasp and never since 
have been able to grasp was the wisdom of 
plunging the town more deeply in debt to 
materialize this plan, especially when the 
town was already up to its chin in indebted- 
ness and running behind its normal budget 
from $30,000 to $40,000 a year; meanwhile 
thousands of dollars were sadly needed for 
our roads and for a new schoolhouse at 
Shawsheen, and for the extension of our 
sewer into the Merrimack river, needs that 
were immediately upon us. I ask the tax- 
payers of Andover what would be our 
present tax rate had this, their plan, been 
adopted by the town? 

Still again, Professor Forbes accuses me of 
being willing to have old Andover “ tap her 
old shoes and shuffle along contentedly in her 
old ruts.” In reply let me say that I much 
prefer that old Andover should walk with 
cobbled shoes and pay the cobbler than to 
walk in. new, up-to-date patent leather shoes 
bought on credit. For a dozen years by 
voice and pen I have, through ill report and 
good report, protested against a town policy 
of spending from thirty to forty thousand 
dollars each year beyond our normal budget 
and charging off this extra expenditure to an 
increased debt on the one hand and a higher 
tax rate on the other —a policy, as I have 
so often said which “needs only the element 
of time to spell financial ruin,” 

But finally, what in Professor Forbes’ last 
article surprises me more than all else is his 
belittling (to use no stronger words) of the 
gigantic development as Shawsheen Village. 
He speaks of them as “simple little improve- 
ments” that call forth my “loudest songs of 
approval.” To my mind the work Mr. Wood 
and the American Woolen Company have 
already accomplished at Shawsheen is the
